Coupled with this great need, the 
publishers felt that metropolitan Buffalo ought to have a sales service with 
“Madison Avenue” kind of thinking, yet with rewarding values to the small 
businessman. 


Thus was born the Niagara Negro Sales Service, Incorporated — 
founded on a dream, an ideal and the desire to find a need and fill it. 


The corporation is solely owned and directed by Messrs. James H, 
Lyons and Isaiah “Ike” Richardson, both of whom are widely esteemed by 
fellow Buffalonians. Their business began less than a year ago with a type- 
writer, no secretary, an office located in the lower flat of a two-family house 
occupied by one of the founders and two regional accounts totaling less 
than $2,000 in billing. In a few short months their staff included profes- 
sional artists, layout men, researchers, public relation specialists, writers, 
editors and salesmen, who are all the nucleus of a very promising team. Not 
only does NNSS publish this annual Directory but it is the exclusive distri- 
butor in this area for Rose Morgan Beauty Products and serves as consultant 
for the sale and merchandising of products for businesses seeking an entre 
to the frontier’s multi-million dollar Negro Market. Soon this corporation 
will publish a first-class monthly Negro magazine. 


The article on the Negro market contained in this 1958-59 issue, was 
written by their staff after many months of research. Smaller businesses, 
unable to afford the costly consultation and advertising campaigns outlined 
by the larger advertising agencies, found solace in the fact that they could 
turn to a sales service that had the experience and technical know-how to 
put their products before the Negro and general public. 


Isaiah “Ike” Richardson, long recognized as Buffalo's 
leading Negro photographer, may be remembered as the 
photo editor of the ill-fated “Our Town” magazine—a pub- 
lication that faded into oblivion after only one issue. This 
crushing defeat only tended to make “Ike” determined to 
try it again someday. He refused to believe that there were 
any circumstances sufficiently strong enough to defeat him 
in the accomplishment of that purpose; refused to yield to 
the siren call of the rut and remain on the beaten path. 
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For two years he studied the project, re-evaluated and continued to 
search for a partner who could share his dreams, ideals and insatiable desire 
to fill that ever-present need—a sales service that could publish as well as 
distribute a first-class Negro Directory and perhaps later, a monthly maga- 
zine that would do the community a service and be professional in style and 
format. 

James “Jimmy” Lyons, one of Bell Aircraft’s top techni- 
cal illustrators and more recently transferred to their 
technical writing staff, is well known as Buffalo's only 
Negro disc-jockey and as a professional performer. Some 10 

«> months ago, “Ike” and Jimmy found that they both shared 
the same ambitions and aspirations. They decided to pool 
their resources and energies in an attempt to build, step by 
step, a corporation that is the ultimate answer to the prob- 

lems and needs of our Negro community. Jimmy's experience in the artistic 
development of promotional publications and the technical knowledge in- 
volving the mechanics of layout, coupled with his partner’s keen business 
acumen and knowledge of photography, proved to be an unbeatable 
combination.

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THE NEGRO MARKET* 


The biggest and fastest growing market segment in America is the 
Negro market. According to a market survey by the Research Company of 
America in 1946, the value of the Negro market stood at 10 billion dollars, 
Today it is estimated at 17.5 billions, equal to the total direct investments 
of United States companies in Canada, Latin America and Western Europe. 


Dollarwise, the Negro market increased a tremendous 60% between 
1946 and 1955. Some of the factors contributing to this steady growth are: 


urban population increase, extended life expectancy, higher earnings, and 
better education.

Trend is to urban areas 


The Negro move-to-the-city is substantiated by the fact that 45 cities of 
50,000 or more inhabitants experienced at least a 100% increase in their 
Negro population between 1940 and 1950. This move is by no means gen- 
eral. Only 4 of these cities recorded a 100% or more increase in their white 
population, while two—Buffalo and Utica actually showed a loss. In 1950 
the Negro population was well in excess of 15,000,000. Six years later a 
leading industrial publication set the figure at 17,300,000.

Increased Life Expectancy 


Negroes are living and working longer than ever before. According to 
the National Office of Vital Statistics, a Negro born in 1919 could expect to 
live only 47.1 years. By 1949, the life expectancy of a Negro male infant 
had increased to 58.6 years. As the life expectancy of the Negro increases, 
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his work-life increases proportionately. For example, the Bureau of Census 
reported in 1955 that 41% of all Negro women between the ages of 55 and 
6+ years were still in the labor force. 

The Negro population is relatively young. Almost one-half is 24 years 
and under and only 5.7¢¢ 65 years and over. Median age for non-whites in 
1950 was 25.1 years. 

Increased Income 

The income of Negroes increased sharply during the decade ending in 
1950. These gains, achieved during a war and post-war period, have been 
firmly held. The training and skills acquired by Negroes during this period 
prepared them for the better-paying jobs that they hold today. Between 
1939 and 1950 there was a national increase of over 35¢ in the median 
income of Negro wage earners.

Education 


The educational level of Negroes has been and is rising steadily. World 
War II dramatically pointed to a need for education and training. Free 
education, as provided by the G. I. Bill, gave impetus to the movement. 

The relative educational attainment of urban Negroes exceeds the per 
capita college enrollments of most, of the major nations of the world. In the 
half century ending in 1950, thé enrollment in 108 institutions of higher 
learning primarily for Negroes, increased by 2,740¢¢. AB degrees conferred 
by these institutions increased by 8,303 according to the Journal of Negro 
Education. The Journal further reports that 84,431 Negroes were enrolled 
in northern and western colleges. The social status of the Negro i 


stantly, if all too slowly, improving. In no respect is this more not! ae: 
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than in the world of sports and athletics, where the increasing number of 
professional baseball, football, tennis and golf and amateur (college) stars, 
marks a change in general prestige. 

Media — Newspapers 

The 180 Negro newspapers in America today have a combined esti- 
mated circulation of 3,000,000. Two—the Chicago Daily Defender and the 
Atlanta Daily World—are dailies. 5 are semi-weeklies; 3 are bi-weeklies ; 
and 170 are weeklies. 

Only 22 of these are members of the Audit Bureau of Circulations. 
Buffalo has 2 weekly newspapers, The Empire Star and The Buffalo 
Criterion, with a combined circulation of 20,000. Both of these are affiliated 
with the Interstate United Newspapers Inc. 

The Medium of Radio 

In recent years Negro-appeal radio has developed an outstanding 
prominence. Within 10 years it has become the biggest medium (both 
dollar-wise and numerically) in the Negro market. Most of the stations 
depend heavily on recorded music. 

Thirty-seven radio stations are 100% Negro-programmed, Weekly air 
time ranges from 19 hours (WHBI, Newark, N. J.) to 140 hours (WDIA, 
Memphis, Tenn.). The latter station, Negro owned and operated, has just 
been sold to a white concern for $1,000,000. All but 5 of these stations are 
located in southern markets and are largely Negro-staffed. Stations located 
in New York State with substantial Negro programming are:

Only one station on the Niagara Frontier employs a Negro announcer 
(WINE, Buffalo, N.Y.) The once-a-week Saturday show is 4 hours in 
length and though not programmed to hit directly at the Negro market, it 
does have an appeal to and for the market. 

These stations have drawn heavily on newspapers and show business 
for their air personalities. A Negro disc jockey or announcer naturally has 
the greatest appeal to a Negro audience, 

The results from advertising on the Negro-programmed stations, have 
been generally good. The big national advertisers include Lucky Strike, 
Camel Philip Morris, Pet Milk, Ford, Pepsi Cola, Coca Cola, Firestone, 
General Motors and Westinghouse. 

The Frontier’s Negro Market 

There are now 73,720 Negroes living in the Buffalo - Niagara Falls - 
Lackawanna areas, making more money than ever before, spending more 
and borrowing more. They i with more leisure and more educa- 
tion, representing a highly brand-conscious and rich market. 

The Frontier Negro’s desire to improve his lot, his increasing income 
and the fact that he’s been burned so badly and so often in the past with 
shoddy merchandise makes him a highly brand-conscious consumer. Dr. 
Joseph T. Johnson of Lincoln University summed up the most important of 
these buying factors in these words: “In an effort to show its status gener- 
ally, the urban Negro market tends to be exceptionally brand conscious.” 
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A recent survey by Daniel Starch and staff of readers of a leading 
Negro family publication shows that 25.99 wear Stetson hats (men 
31.6% wear Florsheim Shoes (men); 42.590 use Pillsbury Cake Mix (wo- 
men); 49.7% use Calumet Baking Powder (women); 64.2% use Kellogg's 
Dry Cereals; 47.5% use Colgate Toothpaste; 19.49 own General Electric 
Refrigerators; 24.9% own Hoover vacuum cleaners. 

A survey has shown that the average family income in 1955 amounted 
to $5,520, compared with $4,440 in 1950. After taxes the average was 
$4,995, Federal individual income taxes on 1955 personal income was esti- 
mated to have averaged $540 per family. Deducting savings and contribu- 
tions, the average U. S. urban family of four, has $4,500 a year to spend.

In a larger sense, there is no such thing as a Negro market—it’s just a 
part of the U. S. market as a whole. But many astute advertisers, who don’t 
pinch pennies when it comes to building up general recognition for their 
products, put a measure of extra effort into cultivating the Negro market. 
Some of these advertisers employ Negroes for contact work; some don't. 
But in most cases, they make every effort to understand the Negro consumer 
and reach him with advertising specifically directed to Negroes. 

The Negro market is big enough, its spending power and economic 
status are improving rapidly enough for it to warrant the special attention 
of advertisers who need more customers. As Negroes become more econom- 
ically secure and better educated, they'll break away from imitation buying. 
National advertisers may lose sales when this happens if they don’t make 
special attempts to hold the Negro market, treat it as a separate segment of 
the market as a whole. This extra bit of care can cause the tills to ring 
merrily for advertisers of all kinds of products Americans need, providing 
they circumvent any “special” merchandising devices or gimmicks. Care 
should be exercised in the merchandising approach, lest the impression be 
given that the Negro is regarded as “different.” 

After all, the Negro, having been the victim of “special treatment,” 
resents and rejects any merchandising technique that insults his inte!!icence 


and abuses the multi-million dollar market he represents. 
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THE CITY OF GOOD NEIGHBORS 


The first permanent white settlers came to the area now known as 
Buffalo, then called New Amsterdam, in 1784. When the war of 1812 was 
declared, Buffalo was a community of log cabins with a population of 1500. 
It was not until the night of December 30, 1813, that the village, although 
in the vicinity of some of the heaviest fighting, suffered destruction by 
enemy invasion. On that night, soldiers accompanied by a band of hostile 
Indians, set fire to the village. A stiff wind fanned the flames and all but a 
few homes were destroyed. The settlement virtually rose from ashes and on 
April 5, 1816, was incorporated as the Village of Buffalo. 

With the opening of the Erie Canal on October 26, 1825, Buffalo's 
growth as a great center of commerce, began. The village became the 
transfer point of immigration and commerce in the movement to the West. 

Buffalo was chartered as a city in 1832, when its population was around 
10,000. Since that early day many events of world-wide importance have 
occurred in Buffalo. Two Buffalonians achieved the highest office of govern- 
ment when Millard Fillmore became the 13th President of the United States 
and Grover Cleveland the 22nd and 24th. 

The Pan-American Exposition in 1901 made Buffalo's resources known 
to the far corners of the world with the result that the city, within a decade, 
passed from a commercial city to become also a great industrial center. 

Today, Buffalo is the second largest city in New York State in popula- 
tion, second only to New York City, and the 15th in size in the nation. The 
total population, estimated as of July 1, 1957, is 589,300, comprised princi- 
pally of native born Americans and is the second among the 15 largest cities 
in percentage of native born. 

The City of Good Neighbors is the heart of an area which includes the 
greatest concentration of population on the North American Continent. 
Most of the large cities ‘ip the United States and Canada are within a radius 
of 500 miles from Buffalo. These cities include New York, Chicago, Mon- 
treal, Cleveland, Cincinnati, Richmond and Milwaukee. For actual distances 
to these and other important cities, see table.

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STEEL CITY OF THE GREAT LAKES 


A hundred years ago the area that is now the busy city of Lackawanna 
was a sleepy Buffalo suburb. A corduroy road ran through it from Buffalo 
to Hamburg, but travelers in any kind of bad weather usually crept along in 
the mud between the willows at the edge of Lake Erie. In the whole area 
there were only a few scattered farm houses. 


Main influences in the growth and development of this city were, Our 
Lady of Victory Church and its institutions and the industry established by 
the Lackawanna Steel Co. 


Lackawanna was a part of the eastern section of the Town of West 
Seneca, known as Limestone Hill, so named because of a limestone ridge 
that ran through part of it. Early settlers in this eastern section of West 
Seneca came largely from New England. A famous estate settled in later 
years, called Shamokin, was owned by Col. John B. Weber, remembered as 
“the grand old man of Lackawanna.” 


In 1870 several railroads were built through the town and near the 
close of the century the: Federal Government constructed a long breakwall 
at the eastern end of ake Erie, the southern arm being 7,500 feet long, 
making the lake shore an ideal spot for industry. 


Therefore in 1900 the Lackawanna Steel Co. of Scranton, Pa., erected 
a plant on the Lake Erie shore at Limestone Hill, in the town of West 
Seneca. 


This project outstripped all other efforts in the steel industry, becoming 
the greatest individual steel plant in the world and having incorporated in 
it many ideas new to the industry. Today the Lackawanna Plant normally 
employs some 18,000 people and when under full operation, the annual 
payroll in this area amounts to around $80 million dollars annually. 


About the time the steel plant came to Limestone Hill, a controversy 
arose between the eastern and western sections of West Seneca over the: 
payment for certain improvements in the town, with the result that Lime- 
stone Hill separated from the town and formed its own city. In a few years 
the population of the new city reached 20,000.

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Several names were considered for the city. Father Baker, who was then 
in charge of the orphanage, suggested Victory or Victoria after his famous 
church and institutions, but these were rejected by the postal authorities 
because of duplication elsewhere in the state. Lackawanna seemed fitting, 
and the City of Lackawanna was incorporated in 1909. 


It is a one industry town — steel —and is comprised of many diverse 
nationalities and cultures. Over 22% of the population comes directly from 
Poland, Yugoslavia, Italy, Hungary and Austria. Population gains, both 
general and non-white are shown in the table below.

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THE HONEYMOON CITY 


The city of Niagara Falls is located on the Niagara River, approxi- 
mately halfway between Lakes Erie and Ontario on the border between the 
United States and Canada and on the brink of the Falls which name it 
bears. 


Centuries ago the brink of the falls was near Lewiston, 7 miles from 
Niagara Falls, and the erosion over the years has left a gorge that offers 
great interest and exciting viewing. Annually, millions of visitors from all 
over the globe, enjoy the magnificent splendor of mighty, majestic Niagara 
Falls. 


Young and old—especially honeymooners—never tire of coming back 
again and again. Old Fort Niagara, at the mouth of the Niagara some four- 
teen miles north of Niagara Falls, is one of the most significant shrines on 
the continent. The ramparts and buildings were begun in 1725 as one of the 


most strategic French posts in North America. 
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Reconstructed in 1924, the fort still contains the oldest masonry west 
of the Hudson. Of special interest are the Gate of the Five Nations, the 
French Castle and the Father Mallet Cross. 


The fort may be reached by automobile or Gray Bus Line. The route 
passes the beautiful, newer residential section of Niagara Falls, De Veaux 
School, The Whirlpool Park, Devil's Hole Park, Niagara University, and 
Niagara Falls Country Club, located on the cliff which was the former 
shore line of Lake Ontario and the birthplace of the Falls some 300 cen- 
turies ago. 


It was here that the first industrial electrical power was developed, the 
process for manufacturing aluminum was discovered, and the electro-chem- 
ical and electrometallurgical industries born. Other major industries located 
in the Falls produce aircraft, paper and paper products, printed business 
forms, cereals, abrasives, ferro-alloy and graphite products. 


The Niagara Falls urbanized area includes Lewiston town, Lewiston 
village, Niagara town, Wheatfield town. Population gains for the city of 
Niagara Falls, are shown in the table below:
